ROUVIER’S TROUBLES BEGIN 


HIS PARITY MAJORITY ONLY 
ELEVEN. 

A VOTE OF CONFIDENCE IN WHICH 
THE RIGHT SUPPORTS HIM—THE 
NEW GOVERNMENT’S PROGRAMME. 

Paris, May 31.—M. Rouvier read a state- 
ment of his policy inthe Chamber of Deputies 
this afternoon. He urged financial reform and 
retrenchment. The new budget, he said, would 
be preparedin accord with the recent vote of 
the Chamber. He would maintain the Goblet 
Cabinet’s military bills, and his foreign policy 
would be firm and prudent. Preparations for the 
exhibition in 1889 would be actively forwarded. 
He also announced the determination of the 
Ministry to resign unless they obtain a majority 
ofthe Republican votes in the Chamber. M. 
Rouvier was frequently applauded by the mem- 
bers of the Centre, and was often interrupted by 
members of the Left. 

The Radical Left intimated that they would in- 
terpellate the Government on a question touch- 
ing its policy and would demand urgency. M. 
Rouvier agreed. M. Julien thereupon made a 
speech in which he requested the Government 
to define their programme. 

M. Rouvier replied that the Ministry would 











‘firmly apply the existing legislation on educa- 


tion. In regard to economy in the public ex- 
penditures they proposed to retrench 60,000,- 
00of. Referring to the political color of the 


Cabinet the Premier said: ‘‘We do not reflect 
especially the views of anybody.” 

A voice—* You are Ferry’s double,” followed 
by applause from the left. 

Mr. Rouvier concluded by deolaring, amid 
loud protests from the Left, that the Cabinet re- 
lied upon the support of the Republican major- 
ity. Answering a question put subsequently, 
M. Rouvier said the Government intended that 
all citizens, even seminarists, should be subject- 
ed to the obligations of military service. [Ap- 
piause by the. Centre. ]} 

M. Millerand, of the Extreme Left, denied 
that the Cabinet had the support of the Repub- 
lican majority. 

M. Rouvier protested against a Republican 
excommunication, of which he was the object. 
He did uot consider himself condemned to pow- 
erlessness merely because the Extreme Left re- 
fused to co-operate with him. He would lay 
down the reins of Government if he failed to ob- 
tain the assistance of the Republican majority. 
[Applause by the Centre.] 

M. Millerand then moved a resolution of want 
of contidence in the Government. It was re- 
jected by a vote of 285to 139. M. Rouvier then 
demanded the order of the day, and his motion 
therefor was carried by a vote of 384 to 156, 
amid enthusiastic cheers by the Centre. 

Gen. Ferron promised that he would frankly 
state his opinion of the new Military bill when 
that measure came up for discussion. He said 
it had been decided to advocate the three years’ 
service, which should be the same for all. 
No distinction would be made inthe case of 
seminarists, lay teachers, or others. He de- 
plored the insufficiency of the peace effective 
and urged the necessity of increasing the 
strength of each company by reducing the num- 
ber of companies. 

M. Rouvier declined to answer whether he in- 
tended to effect a conversion of the debt. The 
Chamber adjourned until Kn ge 

Deputies of the Right estimate that of the 285 
votes received by the Government this after. 
noon 130 were cast by members of the Right. 
Assuming this estimate to be correct, the Gov- 
ernment will have a purely Republican majority 
of only 11. 

About 300 youths gathered outside of the 
Chamber of Deputies this afternoon and joined 
in the cry of *‘ Vive le Boulanger!” The police 
dispersed them. 

Gen. Boulanger this morning bade farewell to 
the officials in the War Department and left 
Paris. Before retiring he issued an order of the 
day thanking those who co-operated with him 
to place the country’s defenses in a condition to 
stand any test, and urging the officers of the 
army to show devotion to their professional 
duties and fidelity to the Constitution and laws. 
In conelusion he says: ‘I shall be the first 
among you to give an example of both military 
and republican discipline.” 

Gen. Ferron, upon assuming the duties of the 
War Office, also issued an order of the day in 
which he says: “I count upen the absolute de- 
votion of all, and am confident that the various 
arms of the service will continue to resolutely 
progress. The armies which surround us con- 
tinue to increase in military training, and for us 
to remain stationary would bea backward step 
which would seriously imperil the country’s in- 

terests. Like my predecessors, I shall unre- 
mittingly pursue a policy of military reform 
and shall devote my whole time to increasing 
the defensive forces of France and the republic.” 

The refusal of Admiral Jaures to accept the 
office of Minister of Marine is attributed to a 
conversation he bad with M. de Freycinet, who 
told him that a Cabinet headed by M. Rouvier 
must soon fall, and that when it did he (de 
Freycinet) would form a Ministry himself which 
should include Admiral Jaures. 

M. Barbey, the new Minister of Marine, is a 
Senator, and was formerly in the navy. His 
appointment is only provisional. 

It is affirmed that although Gen. Ferron, the 
new Minister of War, will now preside at the 
coming féte at the Opera House, which was 
looked forward to as a demonstration in favor 
of Gen. Boulanger. The latter still intends to be 
present and in the uniform of a General. Anx- 
iety is expressed lest his presence may result in 
some disturbance. 

The moderate Republican papers cordially 
welcome the new Ministry. The monarchist 
press receives it rather favorably, but the 
radical and independent papers are decidediy 


hostile.

SHOUTING FOR BOULANGER. 
CROWDS IN THE STREETS DEMANDING 
HIS RESTORATION TO OFFICE. 

Paris, May 31.—There was a brilliant as- 
semblage at the military féte at the opera house 
this evening. Gen. Boulanger was absent. 
While the company was assembling thou- 
sands of persons gathered in the vicin- 
ity of the opera house, shouting, ‘ Res- 
ignation!”’ * Resignation !” **Long live 
Boulanger!” ‘We will have him!” &c. At 11 
P. M. the crowd outside had greatly increased 
in numbers and had become so turbulent that 
the Republican Guard, which had been held in 
reaciness in the courtyard of the opera house, 
was ordered out to disperse the mob, which task 
was Sa amid volleys of hisses from 
the crowd. At this hour (midnight) the 
crowd is reassembling and is already much 
larger than before, and the indication is that 
there will be a riotous demonstration when the 
guests depart from the Opera House. Ali the 
streets from the Madeleine and the Faubourg St. 
Honoré to the Elysée are guarded by soldiers. 
There is also a large force of police on duty. It 
is rumored that a mob is marching to the Elysée 
Palace. A crowd bus just crossed tbe Place de 
la Bourse shouting * Vive Boulanger.” c 
. During the night cries of * A i’Elysée” were 
raised by the crowd, and fully 1,000 young men 
formed a procession and marched at a swinging 
pace in the direction of the palace shouting as 
they went, “ We want Boulanger.” Before they 
arrived at the Elysée, however, two strong bodies 
of police suddenly appeared and easily dispersed 
them. The palace is strongly guarded by police, 
and nobody is allowed to loiter in the neighbor- 
hood. No arrests have been necessary. 


Paris, June 1—2 A. M.—Fifty policemen 
have been stationed at the British embassy.

THE AFGHAN QUARRELS.

A GOOD DAY’S FISHING. 





THE PRESIDENT HAS PLENTY OF SPORT 
AT RAY BROOK. 

SARANAC INN, N. Y., May 31.—When the 
President stepped from his carriage to the stoop 
of the Saranac Inn to-night, on his return from 
Ray Brook, he brought with him besides a hand- 
some catch of trout, several added shades of 
tan, acquired by the exposure of the last four 
days to the sun and winds of the Adirondacks, 
He has had sport enough to-day, he admits, to 
compensate him for the ill luck that he 
suffered on Saturday and Monday in his 


attempts to capture the wary lake trout 
with whirling suckers and 150 feet of trolling 
line. He had been exhilarated last night at the 
first sight of the Ray Brook Pond, the surface of 
which was alive with leaping brook trout. Like 
@ zealous fisherman he insisted upon trying the 
sport before eating supper, and Col. Lamont 
went willingly with him. They paid little atten- 
tion to the very voracious mosquitoes, and in 
half an huur had taken 50 fish, 20 of them an- 
swering to Col. Lamont’s fly and the rest sur- 
rendering to the alluring ibis of the President. 

Taking a late supper and going early to bed, 
the gentlemen were up early this morning and 
began tishing before 9 o’cluck. The President’s 
guide took him out in a boat and they coursed 
up and down the pond and stream, while the 
other fishermen cast their flies from shore. The 
day was a splendid one, with an almost cloudless 
sky and a fresh, cool south wind. Notwithstand- 
ing the persistent attentions of the black flies 
and the mosquitoes that hung in swarms about 
them they kept their rods busy until nearly 3 
o’clock. When they finished the box in which 
the President’s guide had cag tgs § packed the 
trout in ice contained 200 fish, 73 of which Dave 
Cronk says were landed by the President. 

Trout fishing 1s not the only attraction of the 
Ray Brook neighborhood. Mrs, Cleveland had 
become interested in an historical trip that had 
been suggested by one of the party, and at9 
o’clock she and Mrs. Lamont and Mrs. Rosman 
went off in a carriage driven by Mr. Riddle, in 
the direction of Lake Placid. As they rode, the 
mountains rose more and more abruptly all 
about them, until, upon reaching the lake, they 
towered grandly, rising almost from the edges 
of the beautiful sheet of water. After a short 
halt at the lake they were driven to North Elba, 
not faraway. Mr. Riddle is familiar with the 
country all through the mountains, includ- 
ing the unpretentious little graveyard at 
North Elba, inclosing the grave of John 
Brown, and the weather-beaten gravestone 
with its brief but eloquent record of the family 
of *‘Old Ossawatomie.” The ladies lingered 
long enough to read the inscriptions upon the 
gravestone and to look about at the landscape 
that was once familiar to old John Brown, and 
were then driven back to Cameron’s to join the 
President at his late dinner, and to hear the tish- 
ing stories that he and Col. Lamont had learned 
in their absence. At5o’clock the party started 
back to Saranac Inn, = through Saranac 
Lake Village and over the hills, by the route 
they had traversed yesterday. They reached the 
Saranac Inn soon after 8 o’clock, somewhat 
fatigued, a good deal sunburned, considerably 
mosquito bitten, but well, happy, and sleepy. 
The guests of the hotel will make their break- 
fasts to-morrow oft the President’s catch at Ray 
Brook. They are big and little, and not a few of 
them are really speckled beauties, one particular 
beauty weighing a pound and a half.

CHICAGO’S STOCK EXCHANGE. 

CuicaGo, May 31.—The Board of Trade 
will to-morrow morning openits Stock Exchange, 
and begin what is contidently expected to prove 
an era of solid and permanent growth in the 
stock and bond business of this city. Prepara- 
tions were by no means complete to-day, the 
telegraph companies not yet having got their 
wires into the call room, but readiness for trade 
was promised for this morning. The Exchange 
will have three wires to the New-York 
Stock Exchange, one for quotations and two 
for trading purposes, and also wires to the Ex- 
changes at Boston, Philadelphia, Cincinnati, St. 
Louis, and St. Paul. It will also probably have 
a wire to the New-York Consolidated Stock and 
Petroleum Excbunge. Boards are up for the 
quotations of the New-York stock markets and 
Chicago produce markets.

ROAD PRIVILEGES. 


The franchises of two surface railroads 
were sold at auction yesterday by Controller 
Loew under the provisions of the amended Can- 
tor act. These were of the Twenty-eighth and 
Twenty-ninth Streets Cross-town Line and the 
electric railroad to run through West and Fulton 
streets, connecting the Fulton, Wall, Cortlandt,. 
and Chambers Streets Ferries. After some spir- 
ited bidding the franchise for the first road was 
sold for 26 1-5 per cent. of the gross receipts and 
the latter for 35 per cent. of the gross receipts. 
In each case 3 per cent. a year for the first five 
years and 5 per cent. a year thereafter will have 
to be added to the amount of the bids. 

The Cross-town Road, first sold, will run along 
the North River front from Fourteenth to Forty- 
second street and through Twenty-eighth and 
Twenty-ninth streets tothe Thirty-fourth-street 
ferry. The two bidders for the franchise were 
J. F. Harrison, counsel for the Cross-town Rail- 
road Company, and Lewis Coon, the Secretary 

of the Manhattan Surface Railway Company, @

that he had been obliged to pay so much for the 
franchise, inasmuch as the company had already 
spent $30,000 in various ways in behalf of the 
project. 

The other franchise was then disposed of. It 
will connect the ferries in the lower part of 
the city and will be operated by beet un- 
der the Bentley-Knight electric system. 
persons bid for the franchise. . Coon this 
time represented the Fulton-street Cross-town 
Railroad Company. The others were Rowland 
R. Hazard, representing the North and East 
River Railroad Company, and Thomas E. Stew- 
art, of the Fulton, Wall, and Cortlandt Streeta 
Ferries Railroad Company. The bidding ad 
vanced 5 per cent. at a time, and was finally 
knocked down to Mr. Hazard at 35 per cent. of 
the gross receipts each year. 

Mr. Hazard, speaking of the new franchise 
purchased by his company, said: “ The company 
will begin the work of construction within a 
fortnight. All the material is ready at the 
Rhode Island Locomotive Works, and has been 
ordered sent here. We obtained our franchise 
from the city the latter part of last year. With 
60 clear days and no obstructions we will show 
New-Yorkers the most perfect surface railroad 
in America. We estimate the cost at $250,000 
at the outside. 

“The system is what is known as the Bentley- 
Knight Electric Railway. Car bodies of the 
usual horse style are employed, but mounted on 
special trucks. The truck frame is built on the 
regular locomotive pattern of steel, forming a 
rigid connection throughout between the wheels. 
The motor, placed next to one pair of driving 
wheels, has a pair of pinions keyed to the ends 
of the armature shaft, which mesh with 
mounted on a crank snaft in the centre the 
truck. Connecting rods on each side transmit 
the motion from the crank shaft to the driving 
wheels. These are set at a quadrant with each 
other, so as toinsure even running. The truck 
is puilt to a standard gauge of 4 feet 84 inches, 
and has a wheel base of 6 feet, so that it can be 
used on sharp curves. 

“The conduit in which the conductors are car- 
ried forms a most important andinteresting part 
of the system. In construction the iron yokes 
are first set up and lined, being placed from 
three tofour feet apart and between the ties 
which support the rails. The continuous con- 
crete gutter is then formed, the material being 
rammed around and between the yokes 
with the aid of wooden forms. Neither 
the traftic rails nor the conduit struct- 
ure form any part of the electrical circuit, and 
the current cannot injure either life or property. 
The slot where the depending plow passes is 
only five-eighths of an inch wide. The opening 
is too narrow to admit the tire of the narrowest 
wheel, and the edges are so beveled as to render 
it impossible for the calks of a horse’s shoe to be 
caught therein. The car is under perfect con- 
trol at will from either end. Each car is inde- 
pendent, and one that breaks down can be 
quickly removed. Crossings, switches, and 
curves are easily operated. Somewhere on the 
line a dynamo station will be erected.”

CHANDLER AND ROLLINS SEEKING IF 
IN NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 
ConcorD, N. H., May 31.—The New 
Hampshire Legislature begins its biennial ses- 
sion to-morrow, but the contest for the Senator- 
ship was fairly inaugurated to-night through 
the Republican caucus for legislative or- 
ganization. The Republicans have a clear 
majority in both houses, so there is 
no doubt about the political complex- 
ion of the organization. But with two 
United States Senatorships in the distance and 
two bitter antagonists in the field for the prior 
nomination the preliminary canvas and trial of 
strength is very naturally of an aggressive char- 
acter. Both Chandlerand Rollins realize that 
success in the legislative organization means 
probably election to the Senate. Ata late hoar 
no definite result had been reached in the caucus. 
Alvin Burleigh, of Plymouth, is Chandler’s 
candidate for Speaker of the House, and will 
possibly carry off the prize. For President of 
the Senate Frank D. Currier, of Canaan, and 
James E. French, of Moultonborough, are. put 
forward. The friends of each claim to be in the 
majority. Currier has Chandler back of him, 
and French has Rollins and the Boston 
and Marine Railroad, the latter no 
mean factor in the fight. Should Chandler be 
successful in both cases there would seem to be 
no doubt of his ultimate success in the greater 
contest, as he has already an undoubted majori- 
ty of the Republican votes on joint ballot, and 


only a bolt and combination with the 
Democrats could defeat him. Still, 
there is one doubtful quantity fm 
the Knights of Labor’ contingent. Of 


the Knights elected in both branches there are 
17 that affiliate with the Republicans, or were 
elected by Republican votes. There is a chance 
that enough of these can be induced to join with 
the Democrats to elect Bell, of Exeter, Speaker 
ot the House. Bellis opposed to Chandler, and 
the Knights are holding a little caucus of their 
own this evening to see how they can make the 
best use of their strength. If the Republican 
claim is correct, the 17 referred to are pledged to 
stand by the action of the Republican caucus, 
but such pledges never counted for much in 
New-Hampshire polities, 

There is of course no doubt concerning the 
action of the Legislature with regard to the Gev- 
ernorship. With a Republican majority of 31 on 
joint ballot, Col, Charles H. Sawyer wili be 
elected Governor as soon as that point isreached

MEN WHO BARNESTLY MEAN 
COMMERCIAL UNION. 
TORONTO BOARD OF TRADE TO RECON- 
SIDER 1T3 ACTION—MANITOBA AND 
BRITISH COLUMBIA IN UGLY MOOD. 

ToRONTO, May 31.—Commerciai unionists 
are anxiously awaiting the fate of a measure 
agreed upon at a meeting of peoplé who are 
prominently identified with the movement held 
here a fewdays ago. Regarding the best plan 
of bringing the question before the country in 
an official shape the leaders were divided. One 
side was in favor of memorializing the Govern- 
ment and in this way avoiding the risk of mak- 
ing the Measure a party question; the other side 
wanted the question brought to the attention of 
the House of Commons by a member not bound 
to either party and at the same time a man 
whose connection with the question would at 
least attract attention to it, if not give it weight. 
The latter side, though representing the smailer 
constituency, won the day, and the mat- 
ter was placed in the hands of Sir Peter 
Mitchell. He at one time was Minister 
of Marine, and at present represents a New- 
Brunswick constituency. He is a free lance, 
sometimes voting with and sometimes against 
the Government. While above the average 
meémber of Parliament in point of ability, he is 
not particularly popular in the House, but the 
commercial unionists hope that his independent 


position will prevent the movement from wreck 
on the rocks of patty. His mission is simply to 
introduce such a resolution as will bring the 
question of commercial union before the cotin- 
try, cause & discussion by représentatives 
of the people, and resultin some official utter- 
ances or action upon it. By this action the lead- 
ers of the movement in Canada hope to hold up

The question of commercial union was thrown 
upon the Canadian market at a period of such 
éxcitement that little wonder need have been 


felt if it had been completely overshadowed. 
The presence of the visiting Celt and the Sassen- 
ach guestin Toronto at the same time and the 
somewhat lively reception accorded to Mr. 
O’Brien and his companion from Luggacurran 
might well have dwarfed a question of a purely 
business character among a people so imbued 
with political ferver, but commercial union 
more than held its own against the rival shows 
and has not been disturbed by lengthy reports 
of the exciting condition of affairs in Manitoba. 
The existing condition of affairs in that province 
3s likely to be of much assistance to the 
movement and the latter bids fair to receive 
an immense boost from the Maritime 
rovinces for matters there have a far more 
avorable aspect for commercial union than for 
the stability of the confederation from which so 
much wus expected and so little has been de- 
rived. But the maritime provinces are slow to 
act; they have been growling for 80 many years 
that their roars of discontent are mere whimpers 
by the time they reach Ottawa. This phenom- 
enon may be accounted for by the distance be- 
tween the two points, and by the fact that the 
only means of communication between the two 
sections is aGovernmentrailway. In Manitoba, 
however, the people are of a different stripe. 
They partake of the American character of the 
Northwest; they have hada dose of monopoly 
and arein no humor for nonsense. Experience 
hae tanght them that Ontario and Quebec do 
not afford a proper market for Manitoba, and 
their loyalty to England cannot stand 
wuuch further’ strainin at the purse 
strings. They have tired of the domination 
of the Canadian Pacific Railroad, which 
Owns the country and rules the Dominion 
Government, and to be told by the latter that 
they must not build any railroads that will eom- 
pete with the Canadian Pacific sends the blood 
rushing to their heads and strong and unpar- 
liamentary language totheirlips. The Canadian 
Pacitic wants all the trade of Manitoba, and 
will use allits powers to prevent the Northern 
Pacifico from taking any ofit. The Manitobans 
say they will remain satistied with the Canadian 
monopoly if it will give them such rates as other 
roads charge, but cannot afford to pay such 
freights as are now forced from them. They ask 
for cousideration of the following figures, which 
show the result of competition as against monop- 
oly. The following rates per 100 pounds of 
whoat are charged in sections where there is no 
competition: Winnipeg to Fort William, by 
Osanadian Pacific Raiiroad, 423 miles, 28 cents; 
Donaldson to Duluth, by St. Paul, Minnesota 
and Manitoba, and St. Paul and Duiuth, 427 
miles, 2212 cents; High Bluff to Fort Will- 
iam, by Canadian Pacific Railroad 472 miles, 
29 cents; Neche to Duluth, by St. Paul, Minne- 
sota and Manitoba, and St. Paul and Duluth 
Railways, 470 miles, 23 cents; rates that show 
afi advantage in favor of the American roads, 
where there isno competition, of about 6 cents 
per 100 pounds. But the rates where there 
is competition show a wide variation, which 
is of course against the Manitoban. &t. Paul to 
Chicago, by Chicago, Burlington and Northern 
Ratlway, 431 miles, 742. cents; St. Paul to Chi- 
cago, by Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 410 
miles, 10 cents; Calgary to Fort William, by 
Canadian Pacitic Railway, 1,295 miles, 33 cents; 
Winnipegto Toronto, by Canadian Pacitic Rail- 
way.1.287 miles, 50 cents. The Dominion Parlia- 
ment has given the Manitoban notice that bis 
province cannot build any lines to compete with 
the Canadian Pacific, and uniess he can find the 
money in the channels of private business he

LOUISIANA’S GRIEVANCE AGAINST THE 
COTTONSEED MONOPOLISTS. 

The Commissioners appointed by the Su- 
preme Court of Louisiana to visit this city and 
make inquiries about the American Oil Trust 
have not yet put in an appearance, nor do any of 
the persons designated as witnesses know when 
théy may be expected. According tothe common 
impression down town the country will go on 
much the same whatever they may do, because 


it is not supposed that the mysterious surround. 
ings which make the trust attracrive to specu- 
lators will be dispelled by any proceeding in this 
of a court in Louisiana. At 
the same time the 17 questions which the Com- 
missioners are instructed to ask are pointed and 
pertinent. Thousands of people in this section 
and whole communities in the South would be 
glad to have them frankly answered. 

A great ado was made in the South over the or- 
Its organizers promised 
an increased demand for cottonseed, and said 
they would make it profitable for the planter to 
market his seed instead of using it to fatten 
stock or enrich land. All they wanted was to 
unite the mills under one management, thus in- 
suring econoniy and increased production. They 
economized, as soon as the industry was practi- 
cally in their hands, by cutting down the price 
of seed. This loss fell only on the planters. 
Then rose the usual cry against monopo 
ad beyond the section where cot- 
It was taken up by the fighters of 
oleomargarine and other imitations of butter 
ana by other advocates of 
cottonseed oil entering 
which it had no business, 
an “ olive oil” factory in this city, whose stock

Of 12 large mills in Louisiana, 9 had been 
drawn into the monopoly. Of 147 mills through- 
out the South the monopoly had grasped 78, 
Those not under the control were of small im- 
portance comparatively.

The State authorities of Louisiana found 
further ground for complaint. 
Northern organization the trust refused to pay 
the South for the privilege of doing business 
there. Tho trust defied the States by refusing 
to pay taxes as a State corporation.

THE ZEAL OF THE NEW PARKS MEN’s DRIVING PARK.

COMPUTATIONS OF THE VALUE OF OLD 
CISTERNS AND TESTIMONY MENTION- 
ING POST HOLES AND GATEWAYS. 

At the hour fixed by the Commissioners of 

the New Parks for their regular sessions, 2 

o'clock yesterday, there were only Commissioner 

Luther R. Marsh, Fordham Morris, attorney for 

property owners, and George McKittrick, the 

stenographer, present of those who are necessa- 
ry tothe proceedings of the commission, The 
witnesses, lawyers, and Commissioners came 
loitering in, singly and in couples, for a half 
hour, and it was 2:30 before business was re- 
sumed where it was left off last week, with the 
proofs of value of the properties intended to be 
taken for Van Cortlandt Park. 

Fordham Morris presented the tax receipts for 

the Disbrow property for 1884, 1885, and 1886, 

showing that the property had been assessed 


upon a valuation of $15,000 in 1884, $18,000 in 
1885, and $20,000 in 1886. 

Then Counselor Franklin Bartlett, for the 
city, called Hugh N. Camp. as @ real estate ex- 
pert, to the stand. He testifled that he was well 
acquainted with the Disbrow property, had vis- 
ited it several times, and was famillar with the 
values of property in its vicinity. The Disbrow 
tract consisted of 19.8587 acres, beautifully situ- 
ated on high ground, with good views of the 
Hudson, and under high cultivation. It was al- 
wnost entirely surrounded by avenues, and easily 
divisible into fine villa sites. He appraised its 
fair market value, June 16, 1884, the 
date of the condemnation for park purposes, 
at $2,750 per acre, or $55,387 50 for the whole 
parcel. He placed this high valuation upon the 
property because of its exceptionally beautiful 
location and the expensive improvements upon 
it. He did not take the buildings into consider- 
ation in making his estimate. In a long-drawn- 
out cross-examination he said the property, con- 
sidered entirely apart from the location of the 
parks, had increased in value about 15 per cent. 
since 1884. Then he related some of the ancient 
history of Woodlawn and neighborhood, in re- 
sponse to inquiries, concluding by saying that 
he had not taken that history into consideration 
in arriving at his estimate of the value of the 
property in question in 1884. 

Edmund H. Martine, testifying to the same 
general effect, found the tract in question worth 
$54,267 05, He placed this relatively high valu- 
ation upon the property because of the beauti- 
ful location, fine views, high state of cultivation, 
and expensive improvements. The five acres 
immediately surrounding the mansion he esti-« 
mated at $3,500 per acre—the balance of the 
tract at $2,500 per acre, his estimate being ex- 
clusive of buildings, 

James Stroud, an architect for over 20 years, 
said he had thoroughly inspected the buildings 
witha view to appraising their value in June, 
1884. He considered the mansion house worth 
at the time mentioned $18,000, the coach house 
and stable $2,500, granary $500, cottage $650, 
and other buildings $1,500, making in all 
$22,500. On cross-examination he was made to 
describe each separate building, presumably to 
prove the thoroughness of his inspection; to es- 
timate the cost of the foundation, the plastering, 
frescoing, painting, carpentry, and plumbing. 
It came out that in making bis estimate he had 
not taken two cisterns, of 400 hogsheads 
capacity, into consideration. Mr, Morris said 
that if these holes in the ground were 
taken away from his clients, their value 
should be paid them. The witness was asked to 
compute the market value of cisterns in 1884. 
He estimated them worth $225 apiece—to 
build. He did notinclude the gateways, fences, 

0sts, or post holes in his estimate. Butit was 
iberal enough to cover ordinary cesspools and 
vaults, Since 1884 the cost of labor and ma- 
terials had increased about 10 percent. The 
cross-examination of this witness, consuming 40 
minutes, was interspersed with sallies of alleged 
wit and humor between counsel, the Commis- 
sioners endeavoring only in a mild and general 
way to keep the funny fellows within bounds, 

Then the property of the Caleb Van Tassel es- 
tate was taken up. Expert Camp testified that 
it consisted of four parcels, aggregating 12.4592 
acres, which he estimated to be worth 
$18,183 75. Inanswer tothe attorney for the 
owners, he said the property had probably ap- 
preciated in value about 10 or 12 per cent. in 
the three years since 1884. This increase was 
not dependent upon the location of the parks, 

Edmund H. Martine found the value of the 
same property, according to his judgment, 
$18,403 69. He said it was not as good as the 
Disbrow land, being of a rougher surface, badly 
cut up by the roads and aqueducts, and sloping 
too abruptly to be useful for much of anything 
but parks. 

Architect James Stroud said .the buildings 
upon this property were worth, all told, about 
$2,500. Mr. Morris asked the witness only one 
queation upon this issue—In what condition 
were the buildings ?’—ana seemed satisfied when 
told that they werein a very bad condition. It 
was now 3:50 o’clock, and the next tract of land 
to be considered was too large to finish by the 
usual hour of adjournment. 

Having been a little reckless of punctuality at 
the beginning, they resolved to make amends 
by adjourning promptly at 4 o’clovck, Accord- 
ingly the next 10 minutes was given to Coun- 
selor Valentine, who missed the opportunity of 
eross-examining the city’s witnesses to the 
valueof the Valentine tract at the last session 
because of his own absence.

4 o’elock sharp the commission adjourned. 

The testimony of experts on behalf of the 
property owners of the tracts under considera- 
tion yesterday hardly coincides with that of the 
city’s experts. The Disbrow lands were esti- 
mated worth $80,521 55 and the buildings 
$32,640 by the experts retained by the owner, 
while the city’s Witnesses found them worth at 
highest valuation $55,387 50 for the land ana 
$22,500 for the buildings.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day in this city threatening, rainy 
weather, nearly stationary temperature, high 
easterly winds. 


Mayor Hewitr has taken occasion, 
¢hrough the Corporation Counsel, to re- 
mind the Rapid Transit Commissioners that 
the franchise which they propose to grant 
for the extension of the elevated railroad 
system along the down-town water front 
should be subject to the condition that the 
city receive compensation, not only fromthe 
extension, but from the whole system, in the 
form of a percentage of the gross re- 
ceipts. This is a very timely proposi- 
tion. There is no doubt about the 
value of the extension to the com- 
pany which is destined to control 
and use it, and the advantage will accrue 
to its whole system and will be in no sense 
localized upon the new branches. This 
payment to the city ought in justice to be 
secured as a condition to the privilege of 
making the extensions. The plea that the 
toads are a public benefit applies no more 
to these than to other means of local transit. 
Benefits result from them undoubtedly, but 
they are accompanied by serious drawbacks 
in the occupation of the streets, for which 
_ the company should pay out of the large 
profits derived from a public franchise. 


Having backed down from their position 
in favor of a profitable monopoly in electric 
lighting and the exclusion of competitors 
for the privilege of illuminating the streets, 
the Aldermen protest that their purposes haye 
all along been honorable, and they propose to 
\nvestigate themselves and see if they have 
not. Undoubtedly they will “vindicate” 
themselves from all insinuations, but no- 
body will be convinced that their strenuous 
efforts in behalf of the East River Company 
and against all rivals were for nothing, 
though the inducements may have been in 
the form of expectations. The investiga- 
tion will signify nothing except that the 
Aldermen were at last scared into decent 
behavior. 


One of the main arguments in favor of 
the passage of the Ives Pool bill made by 
its supporters in the Legislature was that 
by legalizing pool selling for limited periods 
on the race course and making ita felony 
when prosecuted elsewhere the pool rooms 
and other gambling dives in New-York City 
would be placed in such a position that 
they would be obliged to close. Much was 
hoped from the racing associations, whose 
interest it would be, according to the advo- 
cates of the bill, to prevent pool selling and 
bookmaking except on the tracks. The 
jockey clubs have adopted a regulation 
roling from their tracks any pool seller in 
whose establishment an arrest of any of his 
employés is made, but the gamblers laugh 
at this and claim that they can evade 
it by inducing the police, whom they 
ppenly assert to be their protectors, 
to arrest an outsider when an arrest is 
found necessary for effect. The pool rooms 
of this city are to-day flourishing as pub- 
licly as ever, and the proprietors openly 
boast, as appears from interviews elsewhere 
reported, of police protection. The racing 
associations in whose special interest the 
Pool bill was passed have now an opportu- 
nity to benefit themselves and serve public 
morality by taking energetic steps to close 
them. What the police apparently refuse 
to do, the gentlemen managing the race 
tracks can do easily, as nobody can secure 
the necessary evidence of guilt more readily 

than they can, and in doing this they will 
show that they were honest in their pro- 
fessions before the Legislature and the Gov- 

ernor when they declared that illegal pool 
selling would disappear before the new law. 


The careful and detailed account of yes- 
gerday’s race from Harwich to Southerd 


that, the new Scotch cutter Thisile is a fast 
boat. Yesterday she had an opportunity to 
display her ability with a fair wind and 
smooth water, which are the most frequent 
conditions accompanying yacht races over 
our local courses. The Thistle easily beat 
the Irex and Genesta to windward, and when 
she had all her canvas spread she also out- 
ran them. Her defeat by time allowance 
appears to have been chiefly due to tardi- 
ness in the handling of her spars and can- 
vas. From all accounts her lofty spars are 
of unusual dimensions, but there does not 
seem to be any good reason why 47 minutes 
should be consumed in getting up a yard 
topsail. This fault will undoubtedly be 
remedied as the crew and officers become 
accustomed to the vessel, and then she 
should acquit herself with greater credit. 
At present she has shown that when under 
all sail in favorable weather she can beat 
the best vessels of the English fleet on or off 
the wind. A yacht which can do this will 
be a formidable competitor for the America’s 
Cup. 


The Mexican and American authorities on 
the Rio Grande, in their recent joint action 
against gangs of thieves and smugglers, ap- 
pear to better advantage than when en- 
gaged in shielding lawbreakers in the name 
of patriotism. The outlaws who infest this 
river prey impartially upon the inhabitants 
of both banks, as well as upon the two Gov- 
ernments. The justice meted out to them 
on the Mexican side, to which they were 
driven by the Texas Sheriff and his posse, 
was rather swift, some of the worst crim- 
inals being executed without trial. While 
that is not in accordance with our ideas of 
the administration of law, probably no pro- 
test will be made, whatever the nationality 
of the victims. La Balsa, the point raided, 
isa favorite resort of revolutionists cross- 
ing from Santa Maria, and Sheriff Brito 
proceeded against them once before, in July: 
of last year; but it is to be presumed that he 
attacked the recent occupants of the place 
in their capacity as plunderers of ranches, 


-and not as political plotters.

We quite agree with our esteemed con- 
temporary the kvening Post that a horse car 
is an antiquated and bungling contrivance. 
Apart from the danger to which the Post 
alludes, that a fire may at any time reduce 
the belongings of a horse railroad company 
to a track and a franchise, there are the 
further objections tothe use of horses as 
a motive power for. street travel 
that they are slow, they are costly, 
and they are a nuisance in cities. The 
stolid and slow-going folk of those Nether- 
land cities which allow no horses in their 
streets undoubtedly take more comfort than 
we do in New-York, but we presume they do 
not make so much money. Whenever a 
good working substitute can be found 
for horse power, not only for street 
ears but for drays and other business 
vehicles, we shall.favor the banishment of 
horses from this city. But we cannot 
agree with the Post in thinking that Mr. 
CHARLES P. SHAW is the man for the pres- 
ent emergency. However great the merits 
and admirable the working of Mr. SHAwW’s 
cable system upon long and wide avenues, 
with infrequent stops and no throngs of ob- 
structing vehicles, for the crowded streets 
of New-York it represents no substantial 
improvement over horse power propulsion, 
save only in the item of cost, and it is our 
opinion that whenever a change is made in 
a matter so important, it should be a stepin 
advance, not a step aside or backward. It 
would be a serious and costly error for the 
street railway lines of New-York, new and 
old, to adopt the cable system now if it 
should chance that within a yearor two 
complete success should crown the labors of 
some fortunate one of the scores of electrical 
inventors who are grappling with the prob- 
lem of the electric motor. 


The people of Manitoba should not be 
alarmed by the Canadian Pacific’s threat 
that competition in that province might 
cause it to abandon its line west of Ontario. 
The company has many important projects 
on hand, and the construction of a com- 
peting road to Winnipeg would not be al- 
lowed to put them all on the shelf. The 
first steamship of its new ocean line is now 
on the way from Japan to Vancouver, and 
part of her cargo is 2,500,000 pounds of tea. 
Two companion boats Will follow her before 
the middle of July. The company will not, 
however, depend wholly upon this line for 
through freight. It already competes suc- 

| cessfully in San Francisco with our trans- 
continental roads for freight to be delivered 
in the Upper Mississippi Valley and even in 
our Eastern States. Two weeks agoitshipped

The withdrawal of Gen, SaussiER from 
the new French Cabinet is greatly to be 
regretted, and especially so when the cause 
for the withdrawal is considered. Gen. 
SAUSSIER insisted on abandoning the mili- 
tary bills of his predecessor, Gen, Bovu- 
LANGER. The most important of these 
‘were one providing for the mobilization of 
a portion of the army—two army corps 
were at first provided for, but Gen. Bov- 
LANGER had finally promised to be content 
with one—and a second regulating the term 
of service in the army. The first would 
have been at once costly and threatening. 
The second would really have weakened 
the army, since, while nominally requiring 
three years with the flag, itreally compelled 
the retirement of the great body of the 
conscripts after two years’ service. Nor was 
this the worst feature of the bill. The men 
to be retired were to comprise the cream of 
the army, those who had shown the greatest 
aptitude, and among those would necessari- 
ly be all, or nearly all, who were fitted to be 
non-commissioned officers. Since the Rou- 
vier Ministry has not the courage to retrench 
by abandoning mobilization, and to refuse to 
weaken the army for fear of the peasantry, 
there is grave risk that it cannot give 
France what she needs more than all else 
at present—a Government capable of leading 
instead of following the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. M. RovuvreER appears to have had only 
enough Republican votes yesterday to give 
him a majority of 11, the Right giving him 
130. This is not a hopeful beginning. 


A DEBT TO BE PAID. 

It is a curious proof of the completeness 
with which the public mind has been per- 
verted in its notion of the real character of 
the legal tender notes, that hardly any one 
thinks of them fora moment as a debt to 
the payment of which the surplus revenue 
might be and ought to be devoted. We say 
hardly any one, because there are still 
among our business men, and even among 
our public men, those who retain a clear 
idea of the facts. The Hon. HuGH McCuL- 
LocH, when he occupied the Treasury for 
a few months at the close of Presi- 
dent ARTHUR’s Administration, urged upon 
Congress the same view he had held, and 
had beenin part able to carry out, when 
he had that office before. And Mr. Man- 
NING, before his failing health drove him 
from the position he filled with sugh honor- 
able distinction, pressed this view also upon 
a dull and inattentive Legislature. But in 
the country at large there was no response 
to these suggestoins so clearly and forcibly 
sustained. On the contrary, they were re- 
garded as propositions actually to destroy 
something accepted as real money. Had 
Congress been asked to sink $346,000,000 
of gold or silver in the bottom of the sea 
the proposition would not have appeared 
more absurd to the general mind. 

Yet what is the actual situation? The 
Government has coined and stowed away 
in its vaults some $70,000,000 in silver 
dollars uncovered by outstanding certifi- 
cates. It is actually buying silver bullion 
and coining it into about $30,000,000 each 
year. Its surplus revenues over and above 
allits expenditures on a most liberal and 
even extravagant scale are $100,000,000 a 
year. It has called in the last dollar of in- 
terest-bearing debt that it has any right to 
pay beforeitisdue. It has outstanding a 
demand indebtedness in the form of notes 
to the amount of $346,000,000, against 
which it is maintaining absolutely idle 
in the Treasury a reserve in gold of 
$100,000,000. It is therefore within its 
power, during the year, say, 1888, to pay off 
$100,000,000 of these notes without im- 
posing a penny of taxation upon the coun- 
try, without withdrawing one dollar from 
the active circulating currency of the coun- 
try, and without incurring the slightest risk 
of disturbance of any sort whatever. There 
is no other country on the face of the globe, 
with a responsible Government, in which 
such a situation, with such duties and such 
resources combined, would not be hailed 
with delight, and in which the opportunity 
to get rid of a forced legal tender note cur- 
rency would not be eagerly seized and 
promptly and thoroughly acted upon. 

Nor is it simply the disposition of the 
surplus that gives force to this policy; it is 
the immense improvement to the currency. 
Our national currency now consists of a 
bewildering variety of elements. We have 
gold coin, gold certificates, silver dollars 
and silver certificates, legal tender notes 
redeemable on demand in either gold or 
silver, national bank notes redeemable by 
law in gold, silver, or legal tender notes, 
and finally an entirely unnecessary and 
excessive amount of fractional silver coins 
of limited legal tender. The United States 
notes are kept in circulation by law. Con- 
gress has at once provided for their redemp- 
tion and forbidden their payment. The Su- 
preme Court has decided, on grounds that 
we believe to be logically unsound, histor- 
ically false, and in economy mischievous, 
that these legal tender issues, forced loans 
in fact and in effect, can be increased at any 
moment by any amount at the whim of a 
chance majority in Congress with the con- 
sent of the Executive, or, if the majority be 
two-thirds of a quorum, without that con- 
sent. Against this monstrous and grotesque 
theory, which is the law of the land, there 
is absolutely only one defense; it is to pay 
the legal tender notes and thus to free the 
public mind of familiarity with the power 
whose exercise is allowed. 

Nor this alone. Such payment in silver or 
silver certificates would go far toward solv- 
ing the silver question. It would provide a 
place in the currency for some three hun- 
dred millions or four hundred millions of 
silver dollars, and if a limit could be placed 
on these they would be a perfectly safe and 
useful element in the currency, that would 
not be depreciated, would not fluctuate, 
and would answer all the purposes of cur- 
rency. If the limit were a sure and impass-

THE SUPREME COURT VACANCY, 

There is no likelihood that the President 
will be in any haste abont filling the vacan- 
cy on the Supreme Bench caused by the 
death of Justice Woops during the recess 
of the court. Before the new term opens in 
October we have no doubt he will find a fit 
man for the place, and there is a moral cer- 
tainty that the man will be a Democrat 
from the South. There is every reason why 
he should be. The only Judge on the bench 
at present who is a Democrat is Mr. Frevp, 
and the only one who is from a Southern 
State according to the old reckoning is Mr. 
HARLAN, of Kentucky. 

It is an interesting fact that the entire 
bench of the Supreme Court has been re- 
constituted since the Republican Party 
came into power in 1861. To some extent 
it has represented the ideas of that party on 
constitutional questions. Two of the pres- 
ent Judges, MILLER and FIELD, were ap- 
pointed during the war, and BRADLEY came 
upon the bench during what may be called 
the reconstruction period. It is another in- 
teresting fact thatif Mr. CLEVELAND should 
be President for two terms it is altogether 
likely that he will have the opportunity 
to change the majority of the court. 
He has a vacancy to fill now, and four of 
the Judges—WalrT#, the Chief-Justice, M- 
LER, FIELD, and BrapLtey—have already 
passed the age of 70, and are entitled to 
retire without loss of salary whenever they 
feel inclined. Before March, 1893, Justice 
BRADLEY will have reached the age of 80 
and the other three mentioned will be 77, 
and itis not likely that at that date they 
will still be in active service on the bench. 
Should the opportunity to change the con- 
trol of the Supreme Court fall to the lot of 
President CLEVELAND, we feel sure that it 
will lose nothing in strength, dignity. or 
regard for the safety of the Republic. His 
conscientiousness in selecting men for high 
office who are well qualified for the duties 
to be assumed and his sensitive regard for 
the public well-being give ample assurance 
of this. 

In some respects a change of the kind 
that is likely to occur in the next six years 
is desirable. The constitutional questions 
arising out of the old order of things are 
pretty well settled. There is little chance 
of conflict over the rights of States, and the 
tendency to give predominance to national 
authority has gone far enough. In some 
respects there has been a disposition 
to construe the powers of the Federal 
Government too broadly, as for instance in 
allowing validity to its action in stamping 
a legal tender quality upon its notes 
and ininclining to uphold all grants and 
patents made by its authority, however 
that authority may have been abused 
by its agents. The most important ques- 
tions arising nowadays and likely to arise 
for some- years to come affect the rights of 
the people as against those of chartered cor- 
porations and grantees and patentees of the 
Government. A little more sympathy for 
popular rights and alittle less regard for 
interests that have become vested, through 
a violation of law or of sound principle, 
if not through actual fraud, would do 
no harm, Of course, conservatism is a 
necessary characteristic of the tribunal of 
last resort, but it should be a conservatism 
that would shield the just rights of the 
people as effectually as those of corpora- 
tions or the direct grantees of public favors 
and privileges. 

In selecting the successor of Justice 
Woops the President has a wide latitude 
of choice, even if he should confine himself 
to the South in his consideration of candi- 
dates. Itis not at all necessary to take the 
new Judge from the Fifth Circuit, which 
the deceased jurist may be said in a cer- 
tain sense to have represented, and which 
consists of the States of Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, and Texas. 
The Judges are assigned to the circuits by 
the court itself, and neither law nor prec- 
edent requires it to consider the residence of 
those assigned. It is a mere matter of pref- 
erence or convenience. In fact, neither the 
Fourth nor the Seventh Circuit has at pres- 
ent any representative on the bench, while 
the Sixth, comprising the States of Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Ohio, and Michigan, has 
three. The principle of representation 
would be as well served by taking the new 
Judge from the Fourth Circuit, which now 
has none, as from the Fifth. The former 
consists of Maryland, Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, and South Carolina. 
These two pretty well cover the area of the 
Southern States, Kentucky and Tennessee 
being in the Sixth and Arkansas in the 
Eighth. 

President LINCOLN had occasion to make 
five appointments to the Supreme bench, 
GRANT three, HAYES two, GARFIELD one, 
and ARTHUR two. There is a possibility 
that the present Democratic President, the 
first in a quarter of a century, may equal 
the record of the first Republican President 
and produce as important an effect upon 
the character of the court. 


STREET RAILROAD FRANCHISES. 
At first sight the bidding upon the fran- 
chises for street railroads yesterday dis- 
posed of by the Controller indicates that 
the city has been grossly swindled ever 
since street railroads went into operation. 
The law of 1884 requires that the street 
car companies ‘operating under it shall 
pay 3 per cent, of their gross receipts 
into the Treasury of the city for the 
first five years and 5 per cent. there- 
after, and the competitive bids offer 
a bonus over and above this legal 
requirement. The successful bid was, for 
the cross-town road from river to river 
through Twenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth 
streets, 26 1-5 per cent. of the gross receipts 
for every year, and in the case of the belt 
railroad connecting the principal down- 
town ferries on both rivers, 35 per cent. of 
the gross receipts. In other words, for one 
franchise there is offered between a quarter 
and a third and for the other between a 
third and a half of the whole takings of the 
road. 
It may very well be that the bidders, who 
are, be it noted, for the most part experi- 
| enced managers of surface lines, expect to 
i conceal their actual receints by the caak- 


ing of their returns, This device is well 
known to have been practiced in the past. 
But, with all possible abatements, the bids, 
under the first honest and systematic at- 
tempt to secure for the public the valne 
of its franchises, are of surprising 
amounts, The Broadway Road was con- 
fidently expected to be a “ bonanza,” 
and a bonanza it has undoubtedly 
proved to be. There is no such franchise 
left to be disposed of by the city, and it is 
doubtful if there ever will be. The cost of 
seventeen or eighteen Aldermen was a trivial 
outlay for the results it has produced to the 
projectors. But there is only one Broadway, 
and the profits of operating a railroad 
throughout its length have exceeded the 
most sanguine expectations of its projectors. 
No conclusion can fairly be drawn from the 
success of this road as to the success of 
@ road crossing the island at Twenty- 
eighth-street. Evidently such a road is 
less advantageously situated than the road 
that already runs through Twenty-third- 
street, a much more important transverse 
street than either of those covered in 
the franchises yesterday awarded. The 
other road is not only of problematical 
value in its route, but it is also hampered 
with the condition that it must be operated 
by mechanical appliances of which it can- 
not be said that the success is established. 
If both roads are even moderately success- 
ful, and if they are honestly held to the 
obligations they have assumed, they will 
turninto the Treasury more money than is 
received from all the other lines in the city 
put together. 

It may be that the bidding is collusive or 
deceptive and that the owners of the fran- 
chise have acquired them for some ulterior 
purpose, and not for the purpose of going on 
at once to build and operate railroads in 
accordance with their terms. The citcum- 
stances, however, do not justify such 
a suspicion, as they did when the Cable 
Company “ pre-empted” all the available 
thoroughfares in Manhattan Island. We 
seo little reason to doubt that the bids rep- 
resent what, in the judgment of experi- 
enced men, they can actually afford to pay 
for the privilege of transporting passengers 
in this city at the rate of 5 cents each, 
over two routes by no means the most de- 
sirable of those now in’use, and still retain 
anormal profit on their investment. This 
bonus is between a quarter and a half of 
all the money they receive from the passen- 
gers. 

The obyious conclusion from this is that 
if the companies can afford to bid two-fifths 
of their gross receipts for the privilege of 
carrying passengers they could afford to 
carry passengers for three-fifths of the pres- 
ent price if they were relieved of the re- 
quirement of paying this percentage to the 
city. The bid in the case of the down-town 
road is almost exactly two-fifths for the first 
five years, and it is to be remembered that 
a reduction in the rate of fare increases the 
number of passengers. There is no doubt that 
a reduction of fare is the most equitable 
and satisfactory mode of relief a company 
doing business under a public franchise can 
give to the public. If it can be given by 
two companies which have not yet begun 
business on the strength of the experience of 
companies already established, then it can 
certainly be given by these older companies. 
It would not be surprising if the result of 
yesterday’s auction were to be a general 
and enforced reduction to 3 cents in the 
fares of all surface railroads. 


SHIFTING A BURDEN. 

The decision of the Emigration Commis- 
sioners at Philadelphia concerning the 
pauperized immigrants sent to that port by 
the British Government raises certain ques- 
tions about the meaning of the law, the 
duty of those who are required to enforce it, 
and the rights of distant taxpayers who are 
not represented in the proceedings. These 
immigrants are destitute. It is admitted that 
they were sent across the ocean by agents of 
the British Government, who bought their 
tickets and gave them enough money to 
buy their meals until they should arrive 
in the Western cities to which they were 
consigned. Clearly it was an attempt to get 
rid of residents—many of them evicted ten- 
ants—who would soon have been a burden 
upon the taxpayers of the district where 
they lived, if indeed some of them had not 
already been supported by the local authori- 
ties. They were instructed to procure from 
America letters promising that they should 
be taken care of. An inspector who visited 
them after their arrival at Philadelphia 
suggested that the letters might be forger- 
ies. ‘* We were told,” replied one of the im- 
migrants, “that that would make no differ- 
ence.” But they declare, it should be added, 
that the letters are genuine. 

Because they have these letters from per- 
sons in the West, the immigrants have been 
permitted to land, but the Commissioners 
propose to discover whether the letters were 
really written by their friends, and, if so, 
whether those friends will agree to support 
the new-comers. It is noticeable that prom- 
inent Irish-Americans of Philadelphia urge 
that these immigrants should be sent back. 
The President of the Municipal Council of 
the Irish National League in that city says 
that “‘Americans should not be taxed for 
the support of the victims of Irish landlord- 
ism and English oppression.” The editor of 
a journal connected with the Irish Catholic 
Benevolent Union urges that the law should 
be strictly enforced, ‘particularly when 
paupers come here as the direct result of 
English misgovernment.” ‘These are not 
voluntary emigrants,” he adds, “and if 
they shall be landed their probable destina- 
tion will be the almshouse.” 

We venture to say that if these unfortu- 
nate immigrants shall be admitted at 
Philadelphia, and if the Commissioners 
shall pursue a similar policy with regard to 
others who may apply fer admission, there 
will be loud complaints from the people of 
Pennsylvania and from the cities in the 
West to which such immigrants are for- 
warded upon tickets bought by British 
agents.

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UNION PACIFIC’S HISTORY 


JUDGE DILLON AND GOV. AMES 
ON THE STAND. 
THE GOVERNOR TELLS HOW GOULD WAS 
INVITED IN AND GOT CONTROL OF 
EVERYTHING WORTH HAVING. 


Boston, May 31.—The United States Pa- 
eific Railroad Commission continued its public 
investigation of the aftairs of the Union Pacific 
Railroad this forenoon, all the members of the 
commission being present. The first witness 
was Judge John F. Dillon, of New-York, who 
gave a chronological history of the litigation in 
which the Union Pacific has been involved. The 
bulk of the testimony went to show the friction 
existing between the road and the Government 
under the present circumstances. He stated 
that most of this litigation grew out of the sixth 
section of the act of 1862, modified by the fifth 
section of the act of 1884. The witness con- 
tended that by the act of 1873 the Government 
had not paid the company one-half the amount 
for transportation which was rightfully due the 
road under the terms of the contract. 

Gov. Ames arrived at this point and was 
sworn, Judge Dillon giving way to him. The 
Governor testified that he became acquainted 
with the affairs of the road when only 100 miles 
of it had been built. He gave a history of the 


extension of the road, and stated that he was 
not connected with the Central branch at the 
time of the road’s inception. His father, Oakes 
Ames, owned 666 shares and 27 bonds, which 
atterward came into his (Oliver’s) possession. 
Witness’s first reai connection with the Central 
branch was in 1878. His impression was that 
the cost of construction of the branches of the 
Colorade and Atchison was about $8,000 per 
mile, the total length being about 280 miles. 
The officers of the company found that the more 
branch roads they built the better the Central 
branch was off. The witness now owned 162 
shares in branch roads. , 

After acquiring the 666 shares from his 
father’s estate Gov. Ames began purchasing 
shares, buying up considerable of the stock at 

r share, the par value. He bought some 
of the stock as high as 160. Mr. Gould com- 
menced negotiations in September or October, 
1879. He and his party were negotiating ver- 
baliy, and none of them wrote any letters. 
When the Pacific Company was building in Kan- 
sas Mr. Gould contended that they were invad- 
ing his territery, and he began building a par- 
allel road, seeing that they were getting to- 
ward Denver very rapidly. Boston friends 
of the Pacific did not like to see the 
company building «a line against such 
opposition. Witness went to Mr. Gould and ex- 
plained to him the condition and prospects of 
the road, and also gave him other statistics in a 
written statement made up in the Atchison 
office. Witness did not know who made the 
statement, and did not revise it. Mr. Gould said 
he would look it over. Meanwhile witness was 
conducting negotiations with the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy and Rock Island Roads. 
Witness went to New-York and had a meet- 
ing with Jay Gould, Russell Sage, and 
others. Mr. Gould spoke very disparagingly 
of the road, and said he did not believe 
much in agricultural roads anyway. Mr. 
Sage said he would take the road and 
give the land assets forit. Witness saw Mr. 
Gould next morning. Mr. Gould said he had 
talked the matter over with Mr. Dillon, and 

referred to offer $200 per share for the stock. 
They had been asking $300 for it, but 
eventually agreed to carry his proposition to 
the Directors. A paper was drawn up convey- 
ing 2,600 shares of Union Pacific stock, or five- 
eighths of the whole, at $250 per share, and 
stipulating that Jay Gould was to have control 
ot the board, and making other stipulations. 
After the witness and other Directors signed 
this paper, which they did as individuals, Mr. 
Gould advised witness to go to every stockholder 
and get him toratify the agreement. 

On Nov. 11, 1879, Mr. Gould offered Gov. 
Ames an option of $200 for 1,000 shares, and 
$175 per share for 1,000 more. On Nov. 19 he 
offered to take the remaining 1,600 shares at 

150, all payable on Kansas City bonds at par. 

mmediately after this was consummated wit- 

ness noticed that Mr. Gould appeared very 
happy; while the witness never saw a more 
gloomy set of men than the Union Pacific 
Directors, they felt that Mr. Gould had them in 
his power. The total amount paid by Mr. Gould 
was $1,938,785. Witness noticed the other day 
that Mr. Gould had said they fooled him in re- 
gard to the trains on the road. Witness declared, 
however, that Mr, Gould never rode over the 
road until after this transaction, so witness 
could not have fooled him in that respect. 

Goy. Ames stated that the Union Pacific Di- 
rectors felt dejected, because they knew that 
Mr. Gould was in control of the Kansas Pacific, 
Missouri Pacific, and Central Branch. Witness 
had not disposg¢d of his interest in the Union Pa- 
cific. He unfortunately still had a small hold- 
ing. In 1876 they desired that witness should 
sign a paper, incommon with other holders of 
Crédit Mobilier stock, agreeing that if the 
Créait Mobilier stock was turned into Union Pa- 
cific funds it would release ali claims of the com- 
pany for alleged receipts. This paper the wit- 
ness refused to sign, and he was, 1n consequence 
of this refusal, dropped from the Board of-Di- 
rectors, : F 

Mahion D. Spaulding testified that he had been 
@ Director of the company since 1885, and now 
hela 500 shares of the stock. Me thought the se- 
curity of the Government was good and that the 
road was able to pay the Government every cent 
of ita debt if it was treated as fairly as its com- 
petitors. If the road was harassed, however, 
the Directors would become discouraged, and 
the time for the maturity of the debt would pass, 
If the management was bad it should be re- 
moved. . 

At the afternoon session Judge Dillon testified 
with regard to the position of the Union Pacific 
and the Government, treating more especially 
ofthe disputes between them on the Omaha 
Bridge and the Pullman contract. His evidence 
bore particularly on the legal questions in- 
voived, and he quoted several decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court in support of the 
position of the company. He gave his views re- 
garding the manner in which the road should be 
treated by the Government. They were sub- 
stantially the same as given by previous wit- 
nesses.

ASKING FOR REDRESS. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., May 31.—Jones & 
Laughlin, Oliver Brothers & Phillips, Oliver & 
Roberts, William Clark & Co., Singer, Nimick & 
Co., Park Brothers & Co., J. Painter & Sons, Car- 
negie Brothers & Co., and Lindsey & McCutcheon 
are formulating the terms of an appeal to the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission from the 


classification of certain specialties made by the 
Trunk Line Committee several days agoin New- 
York and put in effect on May 25. This classifi- 
cation was in the nature of a reduction of 
fifth class articles, consisting of angle, bar, 
boiler, bridge, beams, channels, cast-iron 
pipe, wrought-iron pipe, tubing, skeip, tank, 
nails, (kegs,) nuts, bolts, puddlebars, spikes, 
railroad frogs, chairs, splices, switches, switch 
stands, rivets, and horse and mule shoes. In 
this same class, hoop, band, and sheet fron, 
fencing and plain wires, axles and springs, links 
and pins have alway been reckoned. However, 
in making up the lst, the last named articles 
were not included in the reduction, and hence 
are carried at increased rates, and, it is claimed, 
ata rate that cannot be maintained either in 
justice or equity, or in ratio to other similar 
freights. 

So great is the difference in rates that Pitts- 
burg manufacturers claim it is in the nature of 
a gross discrimination, and properly comes under 
the provision of the law relative to this offense. 
Iron men lay the failure to keep up the list in its; 
proper shape to the fact that none of those who 
forimulated it are familar with the manufactures 
and specialties of this city. 

On account of the immense quuntities of 
freight offering, the Steam Navigation Company, 
running vessels out of Cleveland -to points on 
Lakes Superior and Michigan, finds it impossible 
to take all presented. The Pittsburg and Lake 
Erio, Pittsburg and Western, and the Pennsyl- 
vania Company have therefore been compelled 
to withdraw the rail and water rates they offered 
to those points some weeks ago.

CONTROL OF THE VANDALIA. 
CINCINNATI, May 31.—It has been report- 
ed on Third-street for two days that the control 
ofthe Vandalia Road, the important line from 
Indianapolis to St. Louis, has been seoured by 
the Staynor-Ives syndicate, who own the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton, and have been 


connected with the negotiations for the Balti- 
more and Ohio. But little attention was paid to 
the story yesterday, for the road furnishes the 
Pennsylvania system with its only St. Louis con- 
nections, and it was not believed that company 
would let the control slip away from it. To-day, 
however, the report has been repeated in a way 
to challenge attention. 

H. B. Morehead, broker, said he knew the syn- 
dicate mentioned had secured control of the In- 
dianopolis and Terre Haute, which would carry 
with it the control of the Vandalia. Several 
railroad men made similar statements. Vice- 
President Waite, of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton, denied the truth of the report in 
the form it was stated to him, but admitted that 
his company was seeking a St. Louis connection. 
The St. Louis business of the Pennsylvania from 
Cincinnati goes to Indianapolis overthe Big 
Four. The Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
has a line from Cincinnati to Indianapolis, which 
has never paid. If the Vandalia has been se- 
cured this line will be placed ina strong posi- 
tion, and if the Baltimore and Ohio comes under 
the same controlit will have an unbroken line 
to St. Louis, instead of only to Cincinnati, as at 
present. 
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TRYING TO REACH CHICAGO. 
CuicaGo, May 31.—The men who have 
charge of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
extension to Chicago have not yet announced 
how they intend to get into the heart of the 
city, possibly because they are not themselves 


altogether certain. The situation, however, is 
probably about as follows: The right of way of 
the road stops at present at Western-avenue and 
Twenty-sixth-street. As the Great Western, on 
which the Wisconsin Central comes into the 
city, begins there the first idea was to make an 
arrangement with the former road. But it 
asked too much, and so the Santa Fé turned to 
the Western Indiana, which could take it well 
upon the south side, but could give no terminal 
facilities.

AN IMPORTANT CASE, 
CoLumBUS, Ohio, May 31.—The Attorney- 
General filed an important railroad case in the 
Supreme Court to-day against Theophilus Brown 
and others, of Toledo, and Judge Stevenson 
Burke, of Hocking Valley fame, of Cleveland, all 


of whom are shareholders and alleged owners of 
the Toledo, Columbus and Southern Railroad, 
The petition is in quo warranto, and states that 
the defendants, with many others, are exercis- 
ing without legal authority the rights and priv- 
ileges of arailroad, The Toledo, Columbus and 
Southern, as this corporation is called, is de- 
clared to have no right to carry passengers or 
freights or to issue bonds. Itis alleged that the 
subscribers have failed to make their payments 
on the stock, and there is no disposition to do 
so. The petition seeks to oust the defendants 
from exercising or using any of the franchises, 
privileges, or powers usurped. The road ‘is a 
short line designed to run to Columbus and the 
coal fields. At present it is in operation be- 
tween Toledo and Findlay. The suit is brought 
at the instance of Aaron F, Perry, of Cincinnati.

A PARADE WHICH HAS NOT 
BEEN SURPASSED. 

THE MEN DOING THEIR BEST AND THE 
OFFICERS RECEIVE GOOD ADVICE 
FROM MAYOR HEWITT. 

The annual parade of the Police Depart- 
ment was made yesterday afternoon under con- 
ditions favorable over head and under foot. It 
was the most imposing turnout that the blue- 
coats ever made, and as a popular demonstra- 
tion was a huge success. 

The start was aunounced to be at 2:30 from 
the Battery. As early as 1 o’clock the uniformed 
members of the department began to congre- 
gate in Battery Park, and an hour later the 
order was given to fallin. At that hour Broad- 
way was crowded so that the sidewalks were 
passable only with difficulty. Atthe same time 
the Broadway street cars running south were 
switched off the main line at Union-square and 
sent over the University-place route in order to 
give the procession a broad-gauge swing. All 


down-coming vehicles were ordered into cross 
streets, and precisely at 2:30 the order to march 
was given. 

The line arrangement was as follows:

The line of march after leaving Fourteenth- 
street was up Fourth-avenue to Twenty-sixth- 
street, to Madison-avenue, to Twenty-fourth- 
street, to Fifth-avenue, down by the reviewing 
stand at Madison-square, to Twentieth-street, 

where the parade was dismissed. 

The mounted detachment numbered eighty. 
The horses were all bays,of good form and 
style, and the yellow and black trappings gave 
them a military appearance, The number of 
men in line all told footed up 2,260, leaving the 
remainder of the 3.000 for patrol duty through- 
out the city, exclusive of 75 whom Sergt. Cross 
had under his special command at Madison- 
square. The five battalions contained ten 
companies each, in charge of a Captain 
or Sergeant. The four new patrol wagons 
of the department, each drawn by two spirited 
bays, were conspicuous in the procession. ‘The 
first companies of the First and Second Bat- 
talions were composed of policemen who served 
in the war of the rebellion, and the men wore 
their badges of the Grand Army of the Republic 
on the right breast. The coior companies of the 
same battalion were made up of officers who 
ha ve received honorable mention for meritorious 
services in the department. They wore for the 
first time the bronze medals, ‘Faithful Unto 
Death,” recently adopted by the Police Commis- 
sioners. 

Superintendent Murray wore, besides his gold 
badge, that of the Grand Army of the Potomac, 
that of the Grand Army ofthe Republic, and 
that for meritorious conduct as a policeman 10 
years ago. The Superintendent, Inspectors, 
Captains, and Sergeants were resplendent in new 
uniforms, with new clubs and “fixings,” white 
gloves, and burnished buttous, and the patrol- 
men also ‘dressed up” for the occasion. The 
light drab oval-crowned hats, with leather 
bands, were becoming, and looked comfortable. 
To all appearances the line justified the use of 
that common and popular term “The Finest.” 
Physically and numerically it was a body of 
men that any New-Yorker might take pride in, 
and feel that himself aud property were safe 
trom violators, singly or collectively. > 

The popular public demonstration all along 
the line of march was a significant feature of the 
parade. The wave of approbation started at the 
Battery and rolled along both sides of the pro- 
cession until if was dismissed. The applause 
was, of course, loudest wherever the friends of 
any particular officer were the thickest. The 
tall form of Capt. Alexander 8. Williams was the 
sign of aregular ovation whenever he came in 
sight, near the tail end of the line, indicating 
that his popularity is undiminished. Superin- 
tendent Murray and the veteran Inspector Dilks 
were strong cards also, while it may be taken 
for granted that cheers were siveu right and 
lett for Inspector Byrnes, Capt. McDonnell, and 
Capt. John H. McCullagh, who had charge of tre 
cowpanies distinguished by honorable mention; 
Capt. Murphy, and Capt. Clinchy. 

Among those who reviewed the procession 
were Mayor Hewitt, Police Commissioners Voor- 
his, French, Porter, and McClave; President 
Beekman, of the Common Council; Superin- 
tendent Campbell and Commissioner Carroll, of 
Brooklyn; Chief of Police Donovan, of Hobo- 
ken; Chief of Police Murphy, of Jersey City, 
and numerous city, county, and State officials. 

The Police Commissioners held a pleasant re- 
ception at Delmonico’s after the parade, and 
handsomely entertained the Superintendent, In- 
spectors, Captains, and others. Among those 
present were, besides those alrezdy mentioned 
as being at the reviewing stand: District Attor- 
ney Martine, Senators Murphy and Daly, Com- 
missioner Brennan, ex-Police Commissioner Ma- 
son, ex-Superintendent Kelso, Recorder Smyth, 
Judge Lawrence, President Bayles, of the Board 
of Health; Col. Fred Grant, ex-Police Commis- 
sioner Erhardt, Subway Commissioner Hess, ex- 
Senator Gibbs, Fire Commissioner Croker, and 
ex-Fire Commissioner Van Cott, the Coroners, 
and many of the city Judges and Justices, 

Mayor Hewitt made a felicitous and sensible 
speech, after a happy introduction by Commis- 
sioner French. The parade was a most credit- 
able exhibition, he said, and he doubtedif a 
finer body of men could be found than the one 
that had passed in review. The police force of a 
great city like this should not rely on physical 
force, but should combine it with a moral force 
to be wholly effective. He regretted that 
the reputation of the force had been _ sul- 
lied by private and public criticism. Officers 
had been charged with using their clubs like 
tyrants and with making vice pay a tribute. 
There was nothing to warrant the unsavory 
reputation of the force, from all appearances, 
and he had seen no evidence that justitied the 
allegations. Whether they were true or not he 
was not prepared to say; still, the only way that 
the good reputation of the force could be main- 
tained and the bad impression eradicated from 
the public mind was by enforcing the laws re- 
gardiess of consequences.

AN AGED COUPLE GONE. 


TWO NONOGENARIANS TAKE POISON TO 
ESCAPE THE ALMSHOUSE. 

Prof. Charles Siedhorf, 92 years old, a 
man of rare attainments, and his wife, Matilda, 
aged 93 years, committed suicide yesterday 
afternoon at their home in Liberty-street, Union 
Hill, N. J. The couple were destitute and had 
become tired of a futile struggle against ad- 
versity. The announcement that they were to 
be removed to the County Almshouse at Snake 
Hill hastened their decision. 

The couple arrived in this country from Ger- 
many 35 years ago. Mr. Siedhorf, it is said, had 

reviously been a Professor’ in the Heidelberg 

niversity. For some time after locating at 
Unjpn Hill, he wrote for newspapers, and oc- 
casfénally lectured upon chemistry and elec- 
tricity. Fifteen years ago he started a board- 
ing school. It prospered until he became 
so careless of his personal appearance that his 
patrons left him. The school was closed in 1879. 
An investment in a patent cooking apparatus 
also proved disastrous. Mrs. Siedhorf was too 
feeble to attend to her household duties, and her 
husband did not assist her much in this diree- 
tion. Their apartment became filthy and the 
neighbors complained. 

Poormaster Armbuster was appeaied to. He 
decided to send the couple to the poorhouse and 
told them to be ready on Monday. He did nat 
call until yesterday afternoon: Siedhorf opened 
the door, but asked the Poormaster to wait an 
hour ionger. Mr. Armbuster went away, and 
when he returned was asked to wait another 
five minutes. When the time expired the 
Poormaster couid get no answer to his 
knockings. Looking through a window he 
Saw the aged couple lying motionless on the 
floor. Policeman Knight was called and forced 
the door. Mra. Siedhort was dead and her bhus- 
band died within a few minutes. They had 
tuken cyanide of potassium. 

Iu the !ront room was found a series of letters 
written by Prof. Siedhorf upon a continuous 
sheet. In one of them he wrote: 








“ When Mr. Ambruster called on me to make méa"} 


proposition in regard to my future life I felt that 
wy death warrant had been signed. I cannot live 
with my poor wife there and I cannot live wilhout 
her. bury me as you find me. 1 die by taking 
oc of potassium, the most deadly poison in ex- 
stence.”’ 


In another was the following: 


* My life has been made miserable by a most exe- 
crable knave, treacherous, malicious, and revengtul. 
He will not shrink from committing any crime. 
Lately he undermined Mr. Henn’s position. Mr. 
Heun was his benefactor. From the lst of May last 
he has treated me in a most shameful manner. I 
knew his intention, but as my life was drawing near 
its close [ did not wish to have any more trouble. 
He is the most dangerous and fearful man that I 
metin my whole life. May he find forgiveness for 
his crimes. I forgive him.” 


In a third letter the Professor wrote: 

“Itis my ardent wish that my life books, gram- 
mars, dictionaries, &c., should be given to the 
library of Columbia College, New-York City. They 
have ho pecuniary value, but contain 80 many manu- 
script notes from me that a scholar will derive the 
greatest benefit from them.” 

The Mr. Henn and other parties referred to in 
the letters could not be found Jast night. 

Abouta year ago Prof. Siedhorf gave shelter 
to a young German named Dessendorf. The 
young man learned to set type, and was em- 
ployed by Dr. E. I. Koch, proprietor of a Ger- 
man newspaper in Jersey City. Dessendorf 
eloped with the editor’s wife and committed 
suicide with her in Central Park. 





JEROME PARK TRAINS. 





MONDAY’S DELAYS CAUSED BY DRAW- 
BRIDGES AND A SINGLE TRACK. 

The Harlem Railroad people do not think 
they were whollyatfault for the delay in getting 
people to and from Jerome Park pronptly on 
Monday. In all, they carried from this city to 
the park and to Woodlawn Cemetery over 13,000 
people by special trains, in addition to those 
taking the regular trains. Speaking of the 
trouble an official of the road said: “* We brought 
cars here from the Delaware and Hudson Com- 


pany and the West Shore Road and did every- 
thing we could to prepare forthecrush. But 
the crowds who went to Woodlawn were 
unprecedented, and the trains they used 
caused some _ trouble. Then the river 
was crowded with excursion boats, and as a re- 
sult the drawbridges were being constantly 
opened and shut, thus preventing the passage of 
trains. We had butasingle track to work on 
from Bedford Park station to the track, and 
that there is not a double track and is a lack of 
terminal facilities 1s not our fault, for we do not 
own that branch road. If we did we would have 
a double track and plenty of switching room at 
Jerome Park. People who undertook to drive to 
the park had the same trouble we did because of 
the constant opening and closing of the draw- 
bridges, and they growled too, but the 
people on the river have got to be accommodat- 
ed, and the traveler to the park, either by rail 
or in carriages, had to put up with the delay 
which was the cause of the complaint against 
our road. Weare certainly entitled to credit for 
carrying the crowds we did without injuring a 
single passenger, and woen we did so and had 
cars to carry every one who wanted to ride, we 
ought not to be accused of a lack of proper man- 
agement. The trouble occasioned by the con- 
atant opening of the draws we could not pre- 
vent. That we had improper track facilities at 
the park is due to the corporation which owns 
that branch road.”

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WEAPONS OF CENTURIES 


GLIMPSES OF THE WARFARES 
OF MANY AGES. 

THE UNRIVALED. RESULT OF MR. MORO- 

SINI'S SEARCH FOR THE OFFENSIVE 
IMPLEMENTS OF ALL MEN. 


One of the most curious and interesting of 
the country houses in the vicinity of the metrop- 
Olis is situated a few miles up the Hudson River, 
on the east shore. The mansion is Gothic in 
style and built of gray stone. It is surrounded 
by velvet swards,upon which the sunlight lies in 
strange and graceful patterns asitstrikes through 
the overhanging foliage, and is embowered 
in the heavy growth of woods that covers the 
uplands east of the Palisades with a rich and 
massive embroidery in every shade of green that 
lies between the bright and shining leaves of the 
hickory and the deep and sombre tassels of the 
fir. The placo is known as “ Elmhurst,” and is 
the residence of Giovanni P. Morosini, a capital- 
ist, ana a brio-’-brac coliector of wide experi- 
ence through tho impulses of his natural choice, 

In its oxterior the mansion is nowise remarka- 
dle. Itis no more blessed in its view of the 
e*hining river, its. cozy and comfortable piazzas, 
and its lawns, summerhouses, and rustic bow- 
ered gardens than are many otber abiding places 
of the wealthy along the Hudson's banks. In its 
interior, however, itis unlike any other. From 
the moment you enter its hallway and, if you are 
artistically irreverent, hand your overcoat to a 
turbaned marble slave from the Venice of the 
sixteenth century, who stands with outstretched 
arms to receive you, the scene is so strange 
and picturesque that you are absorbed in the 


inspection of curiosities until the slave politely 
hands back your overcoat and you depart. 

The hall is grim and portentous. Its walls are 
eovered with the weapons of the feudal period 
and the Crusades as youenter. Beyond, on either 
side, are men-at-arms, with shining swords and 

lished armor, whuse lowered visors and for- 

idding attitudes lend an atmosphere to the 
apartment that is weird and grim. Above them, 
on either side, are long and gleaming lines of 
suirasses, which once were worn by the white 
cuirassiers, the yellow cuirassiers, and the 
carbineers of the great Napolcon at Water- 
loo. The helmet of each dragoon surmounts 
the breastplate, and its plumes wave above, 
Below are company flags of the Napoleonic sol- 
@iery and rows of dim-colored and war-worn 

nnants borne by the Mamelukes in Egypt. 

ou are a little startled by the grim tableau. 
Your nineteenth century poiseis slightly shaken. 
But when Mr. Morosini, with a courtesy col- 
lected in all countries, guides you into a dining 
Toom that is also a museum, and you sit down 
in a wide and soft-cushioned chair and sip a 
Moscato di Syracusa that swle its bouquet from 
the wild flowers and its amber velvet lights 
from the sunshine on the slopes of tna, you 
are quite convinced that the luxuries of the 
nineteenth century are quite good enough for 
any man, yourself included. 

Mr. Morosini has been a collector for 20 years. 
As his fortunes have grown his enthusiasm has 
steadily developed and nis indulgence of it like- 
wise increased. The resultis that his collection 
is, of its kind, the most complete in thé country. 
Every man who turns collector in the course of 
time takes a particular path. Most boys take 
kindly to postage stamps, bugs, bird’s eggs. 
white mice, and the other opportunities which 
their surroundings present. In adults, how- 
ever, eclecticism in collecting is rare. The 
tmman who has &® mania for autographs is 
usually indifferent to laces, and the col- 
lector of all the kinds of burned clay that lie 
between Cheops and Henri Deux are indifferent 
to the temptations of the numberless kinds of 
brickbats that illustrate the trying and feverish 
time, géologically speaking, that this planet had 
‘when she was passing through the diseases in- 
cident to childhooa. Like everybody else who 
collects, Mr. Morosini has aruling passion. He 
was trained in the military school of Austria. 
His ancestors were fighting Ostro-Goths, who 
settied in the north of Iialy. His grandfather 
kept epitaph writers busy at the head of the 
Suitan’s troops in Constantinople, and Mr. 
Morosini, therefore, naturally collects weapons. 

Every known instrument of warfare with 
which men have loosened the earthly ties of 
Other men since David erased Goliath from the 
roster of the Philistine Army is to be found on 
the walis at Elmburst. The collection is some- 
what bewildering. A would-be suicide would 

die of old age before he could choose his most 
agreeable method of dissolution from the per- 
plexing multitude of conveniences that are there 
at his command. j 5 

After passing the armor of Prince Bidulf of 
Austria, the finest and most complete specimen 
of its kind inthis country, the first objects of 
faterest are the lances and the pikes. These 
one-tined pitchforks, which are berue by inevi- 
table supernuwmeraries in infallible white cotton 
stockings through every Shakesperean play, and 
have consequently become somewhat unreal and 
theatrical in the eyes of the public, are here 
displayed just as they were when used to make 
human brochettes in the Middle Ages. Ali are 
highly polished, as indeed is everything in the 
collection, the care of his bric-a-brac being a 
labor of love to the collector. They are in all the 
varied shapes that ever suggested themselves to 
the armorers of the German, French, and Eng- 
lish Barons, of the Japanese, Ciinese, Cossack, 
Bedouin, and Persian warriors, and those of 
every other nation who believed that prodding 
was the most effective way of lessening the cen- 
gts list of the enemy. Not content with the 
Weapons themselves, there are glass cases in 
which. for instance, appear the lance heads of 
the soldiers of all the Duimios known to Japan, 
there beiug as much difference in styles as there 
is between the bonnets of New-York and the 
things they cali bonnets in Boston. 

Along with the pike era in warfare have been 
gorhared. the other cheerful implements of 

eath that accompanied them. There are many 
of those antique crossbows which must have 
been terrible weapons in the hands of medizyal 
archers. The bow is a band of steel, and is so 
powerful that eachis fitted with a crank and 
Tachet to draw it. Thebolt is asix-inch rod of 
@ak shod heavily at one end with pointed iron, 
and must have traveled with the rapidity and 
poneereting power of a bullet. There are cheer- 
little slungshots, called *‘ morning glories,” 
which were better called “evening splendors” 
or ‘star producers.” They consist of a short 
shaft of iron, a short chain, and a 
ball of iron atthe end of it, from which sharp 
epikes, like pointed nails, stick out in all di- 
rections, They are as much worse than a mod- 
ern slung shot as death froma bludgeon is less 
pleasant than the mortuary memory of a sur- 
geon’s lance. There are battle axes of all vari- 
eties, some very crude, but all very keen. 

There are equine headpieces of metal which 
suggest masks at an Arion ball, for horses, in 
Scotch, English, French, aud German styles, all 
accompanying the full sets of knightly armor 
which they once preceded in jonst and tourney. 
There are shields on which the Mosiem lances 
often raug. There are shirts of woven steel, al- 
most as pliable as worsted, whose metallic cool- 
ness must be tempting in hot weather, and 








whose delicacy of execution is so wonderful that | 


even considering the primitive era of their man- 


ufacture, it would be difficult, if indeed it were } 


possible, to duplicate them to-day. In fact, ail 
the panoply of the knights of the days of chival- 
ry, all the varied detaiis of the lover and fighter 
of theidy! of Ivanhoe, are represented in the 
Weapons that everywhere cover the walls, and 
the visitor is obliged, as he thinks of the stories 
they could tell, to borrow a silver bit from Pizar- 









































































phires, and precious stones of lesser degree. In- 
trinsically they must represent a notable mone 
value, as many of the jewels are large. How suc. 
® number of them could have been gathered in 
one man’s hand is a constantly arising question, 
which is answered only by the number of years 
their owner’ has spent in collecting and the 
money he has chosen to inveat. 

Outside of these classes of weapons are & va- 
riety of miscellaneous objects kindred in their 
uses. There are helmets of many patterns from 
all the European countries, from a solid silver 
copy of that of Henry IV., now in Paris, down 
to a thin, classic, symmetrical head piece of cor- 
roded copper, that went to war on the head of 
some Greek soldicr a thousand years before the 
Wise Men saw the star in the East. There are 
bows and arrows and quivers from many aborig- 
inal tribes. There are jade hatchets from can- 
nibal festivals in New-Caledonia, and the mount- 
ed human thighbones and the strings of human 
teeth artistically wound around their shafts 
show the particular use to which the jade 
hatchets were put. 

There is another side to the collection, how- 
ever, and its beauty and art value afford some- 
thing of arellef from the grimness of the steel. 
The great-great-grandmother of all crazy quilts, 
that of Osman I., with his portrait and those of 
& particularly ugly Grand Vizier and Grand 
Marshal woven into it, adorns one of the beds in 
the front sleeping room up stairs, and shows 
what an Oriental monarch slept under in the 
eighth century. Its value doubtless lay 
in the fact that a nightmare was always 
within arm’s length. There are some other 
miscellaneous curios of this kind, but they 
are unimportant when compared with the 
snuff boxes and medallions. The snuff boxes are 
of all shapes, materials, and eras. One of them 
was taken from the imperial palace at the sack- 
ingot Pekin; another represents an alleged weak- 
ness of the Empress Eugenie, and is flanked by 
the daintily chiseled keys with which Marie 
Antoinette locked up her love letters. Many of 
the boxes are heavily jeweled, and interspersed 
among them are many specimens of diamond 
rons, of the rarest and quaintest designs, 

here is the coronet of a Duchess, with small 
medallions of Mary Stuart and two other noble 
dames set in a delicate framework of many dia- 
monds, sprays, antique jeweled. watches, neck- 
laces of pearis, of tiger’s claws, and gold, and all 
the minuti@ in minerals that all ages, barbaric 
and civilized, have recognized as precious. 

There are more than a hundred medallions, 
miniature paintings by Isabey, Crossway, and a 
host of other artists, all beautiful specimens of 
art. There are cases of medais which contain 
the medal given by Congress to Andrew Jackson 
after the battle of New-Orleans; the Victoria 
medal, with Inkerman, Balaklava, Alma and 
Sebastonol engraved above the name of him who 
won it, and all the obtainable tributes in metal 
with which the various sovereigns of* various 
periods have rewarded gallantry upon the field 
of battle. There are long ivory horns, richly 
carved. There are landscapes. and marines, 
three feet by two, cut from ivory. There are 
carvings in gold, silver, and wood. And when 
all this glittering array in glass cases is 
viewed in a Louis Seize room, adorned with 
a set of gilt furniture from the palace at Fon- 
taineblean, upholstered with tapestries repre- 
senting German fairy stories; w 
eye rests on a portrait of the 
Greuze, a figure piece of Munier, or another of 
Rubens, the confused and confusing richness of 
the Morosini drawing room can be imagined 
and the six dogs and three policemen that guard 
the mansion will be understood. 

Mr. Morosini, outside of his bric-a-brac, has a 
number of interesting mememtoes of Garibaldi, 
with whom he sailed before the mast in 1852~, 
afterward accompanying him as far as Italy.

BOOKMAKERS AND POOL SELLERS OPEN- 
LY DEFYING THE LAW. 

Now that the pool-selling law has gone 
into operation and the selling of pools beyond the 
limits of recognized race tracks is a felony, the 
public is looking anxiously tosee what action will 


be taken by the authorities to close up the pool | 


rooms which have been open for years in viola- 
tion of law, and which are open to-day, selling 
pools on the races at Jerome Park and through 


the country. Among the most notorious and 

est known of the men who thus defy the 
law is ‘“ Bill’ Lovell, who for the past 
four years has managed two pool rooms, 
one at 39 West Twenty-eighth-street, and 
the other at 94 Church-street, neither one of 
which has been closed during that period on a 
single race day. A TIMES reporter, in a conversa- 
tion with one of Lovell’s clerks yesterday, asked 
him how the new regulations of the jockey 
club ruling from the tracks any bookmaker or 
pool seller in whose establishment an arrest for 
violating the law is made of any one connected 
with it would affect his employer. His answer 
Was prompt and significant. He said: 

“It won’t amount to anything at all. We are 
only arrested occasionally by our protectors to 
keep up their reputations. They will now have 
to make less arrests, and, when they do make 
‘hem, seize upon some outsider who is not con- 
nected with the establishment. Such an arrest, 
you see, wouldn’t come within the rule, so it 
would not affect us.” 

“Has Lovell, your employer, made much 
money by this business ?” 

“He has made a great deal, but he has to give 
away so much of it for protection that he is con- 
tinually grumbling. He built a stable last year 
in Fifty-eighth-street, near Broadway, which 
cost him $50,000, and he has bought a house in 
Thirty-second-street, near Fifth-avenue, this 
year for which he paid $55,000. But he is not 
satisfied, because he is taxed so heavily for the 
protection afforded to his business. But for this 
tax the profits woulda be enormous.” 

Cridge & Murray (known to the sporting fra- 
ternity as “ Big” Murray) have also been run- 
ry Baa! places for the past two years, one at 
13 West Twenty-eighth-street, and the other at 
75 University-place. One of the clerks of the 
firm when asked when they expected to close 
under the operation of the new law answered 
calmly: 

“ We don’t expect to close at all.’”’ 

“And why not?’ asked the reporter. 

“ Because we are fully protected and have na 
reason to expect any interference with our buai- 
ness. Our protection is three-fold. We are un- 
der the special protecting wing of an agent of 
Comstock’s society, of the ‘fly cop’ of the Cap- 
tain of the precinct, and of the marble building 
in Mulberry-street.” 

“Are no arrests ever mace in your place?” 

“Oh, yes; we have a man arrested occasion- 
ally by the very persons who are paid to protect 
us, but they never produce any evidence against 
their prisoners, so there is nothing for the Police 
Justice todo but to discharge them. Then the

These lists were before the Police Commission- 
ers yesterday, and it was expected that sev- 
eral promotions would be made, but when the 
meeting ended theclerk announced that the lists 


had been sent back to the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners for revision. It is hinted that this action 
is due to the opposition by one of the Democrat- 
ic Commissioners to the promotion of a Republic- 
an Sergeant. 

This was denied by one of the Commissioners 
interested in the promotion of the Sergeant in 
question. He explained that early in March the 
Police Board sent to the Civil Service Examiners 
the names of 100 candidates for promotion, and 
requested thatan examination be held. It re- 
sulted in 60 Roundsmen and 20 Sergeants 
being recorded as “eligible.” Last month 
the Police Commissioners notified the Civil 
Service Board that vacancies existed for an 
Inspector, four Captains, and ten Sergeants, and 
asked for “ eligible” lists from which to select 
them. The lists given above were sent them. 
A month after the 100 names were sent in the 
Civil Service Commissioners so amended their 
rules that any Police Commissioner could send 
in the names of candidates. Mr. Voerhis sent 
in several. These candidates have not yet been 
examined, and to give them a chance the lists 
Were sent back. 

If these new names are added to the lists they 
will crowd out some of those already on them. 
As a result, the Republican Commissioners will 
send in the names of candidates. This will defer 
the promotions anew, and it is not unlikely to 
bring about another deadlock.

THE POLICE BELIEVE THE JOHNSONS 
ASSAULTED WATCHMAN DEERY. 
While the ruins of Palmer’s cooperage 
were still hot, and the body of the one victim of 
the fire yet andiscovered, the Kings County 
Grand Jury yesterday indicted Augustus and 
Townsend Johnson, the two self-confessed 
authors of the fire. It was the first subject 
brought to the attention of the jury, and there 


were a large number of witnesses present. Fire 
Marshal Lewis, Mr. Palmer, and Detective Cor- 
coran were among them. The two prisoners 
were brought down from the jail and kept in the 
ante room. Townsend Johnson, who acknowl- 
edges the commission of the crime, kept repeat- 
ing his willingness to plead guilty to arsonin 
the second degree. Both men were returned to 
the jail after the finding of the indictments. 

The police have been working on a theory 
which, if substantiated, will go far toward con- 
viecting the Johnson brothers of murder as well 
asarson. It is that they were together on the 
night of the fire, and were djscovered in the 
building by watchman Deery, whom they as- 
saulted, and that Augustus Johnson struck a 
blow which stunned Deery and left him uncon- 
scious to fall a victim to the flames. It was gen- 
erally supposed at thetime of the fire that Deery 
ran out of the building and met a fellow-watch- 
man, who gave the alarm, while Deery went 
back to save some papers. This watchman, who 
is employed at the new Central freight dock, 
was found yesterday. He said he had not seen 
Deery at all after 10 o’clock on Saturday night, 
wheu Deery went into the cooperage. He saw 
the flames a block away, and sent out an alarm 
from a box near Mr. Palmer’s office, on North 
Fourth-street. Then he ran down to the en- 
trance of the burning building and up tothe 
office, expecting to find Deery, but dia not. 

Several persons who saw the Johnsons togeth- 
er «as late as 10:30 o’clock on Saturday night 
have gone to the police with their information, 
and one man says he saw them on Kent-avenue 
about 15 minutes before the fire broke out. In 
both confessions the men lay great stress upon 
the fact that Augustus Johnson had nothing to 
do with the Saturday night fire. He had tried to 
fire the place before, and the police do not be- 
heve his brother would have attempted the job 
alone a second time. Part of Townsend John- 
so’s confession, where he says he entered the 
burned building at 9:30 P. M. and hid, they as- 
sert, is false, and prove it by the word of the 
several men who saw the prisoners together an 
hour latex. This evident attempt to shield Au- 
gustus would be explained if itis proved that 
he assaulted Watchman Deery. To prove this is 
the work the police have now undertaken. 

Townsend Johnson was arraigned before Jus- 
tice Naeher yesterday on acharge of arson, and 
under the advice of Counselor Davis pleaded not 
guilty. Bail was refused, and the prisoner sent 
to Raymond-Street Jail. His examination will 
come up on Friday. 

SUIT AGAINST GEN. BUTLER. 
James H. Lester, the Southern spy and 
blockade runner, sued Gen. B. F. Butler in 1866 
for damages for false imprisonment. He was 
beaten last February before Judge Coxe and a 


jury. Now he has begun a second action against 
the General to recover certain papers and per- 
sonal property taken from bim when he was ar- 
rested. 

Lester was & Northern manufacturer who went 
South just before the war and sided with the 
Confederates. Gen. Butler arrested him while 
endeavoring to get North to promote an exten- 
sive blockade-running scheme, and on court- 
martial Lester was imprisoned fora year. Then 
President Lincoln pardoned him. He claims 
that Gen. Butler took property from him and 
kept it. 

B. W. Huntington, Mr. Lester’s lawyer, said 
yesterday when this suit was calied before 
Judge Wheeler, that he would not be able 
to goon with the case at present, because he 
wanted to get certain documents at Washington 
in the War Department. These, he said, had 
been kept from him through tne influence of 
| Gen. Butler. He asked that the case be post- 
| poned until the October term. United States 
| District Attorney Walker and counsel for Gen. 
Butler opposed the motion. 

Judge Wheeler took the papers and will decide 
the matter to-day.

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IT SEIZES AND CARRIES AWAY 
A SHARP JURYMAN. 

THE LAWYERS AND THE JUDGE GIVE 
ONLY VAGUE HINTS REGARDING A 
SINGULAR OCCURRENCE. 

A new complexity has arisen in the Sharp 
trial. The jurors decline to remain captured. 
When it is remembered that up to yesterday aft- 
ernoon 1,100 citizens had been summoned, and 
12 good men ana true were still represented by 
only 11 possible jurors, it Will be understood 
that the new complexity is somewhat important. 

The close season for jurymen which has pre- 
vailed for several days past ended at 11 A. M. 
yesterday, and the lawyers renewed the hunt 
with energy and the spirit of refreshed sports- 
men. They looked complacently at the one 
vacant seat, and were congratulating themselves 
on filling it in short order, when Carl Kahn- 
weiler, the eighth juror, arose. Mr. Kahnweiler 
is a middle-aged man, with scowling eyebrows 
and large spectacles, who manufactures ladies’ 


apparel at 411 Broadway. Mr. Kahnweiler 
asked, for reasons which he said he had made 
known to the Judge, that he be excused from 
acting as a juror in the case. 

Judge Barrett called the lawyers up to him 
and once more the great whispering act was suc- 
cessfully performed. It was accomplished by 
nods and whispers allaround. Then the lawyers 
returned to their seats and the court announced 
that the juror would be excused by mutual con- 
sent. Then the question was universal as to the 
cause of Kahnweiler’s retirement, and nobody 
in possessivn of the facts was willing to give them 
the least degree of publicity. The responses 
were about as follows: 

Judge Barrett—I cannot say. The reason is a 
peculiar une. Itis not connected with the jurnr’s 
health or anything touched upon in his examina- 
tion. Itis something that has developed since 
he took his seat in the box. The reason why I 
do not wish to make it public is that it might 
prejudice the defendant’s case. You had better 
ask the counsel, 

Mr. Nicoll—Can’t say. Ask the defense. 

Mr. Stickney—Would prefer to say nothing 
about the matter. 

Mr. Parsons—The reason is peculiar. It will 
not be made public. 

Mr. Nelson—Mr. Kahnweiler said that while 
sitting as ajuror and listening to the examina- 
tion of candidates an impression had steadily 
grown upon him which he thought would pre- 
vent his trying the case fairly. 

Mr. Stickney--That is about it. 

Mr. Parsons—That is near enough. He got at 
it in the strangest way you could imagine, how- 
ever. 

The excused juryman was caught just outside 
the court room door. He was uncommunicative, 
however. In fact he boiled over instantly like wu 
tank of beer. He gave his reasons as follows: 
“ Vot righd you got to dalk mit me? Dere’s der 
Shudge. Godalkto der Shudge. I don’t dalk 
mit nopody aboud a chury madder.” 

This lucid explication of his reasons settled 
the matter, but whether or not he had consulted 
a fortune teller, seen a vision, or had a fit re- 
mained a subject for surmises only. 

As soon as Mr. Kahnweiler disappeared Morris 
Koblenzer, the sixth juror, was permanently ex- 
cused on account of his health. This left three 
vacancies, and the lawyers, somewhat discour- 
aged, started in to fill them. 

After several trials Wiley J. Canfield, printer, 
at 95 Chambers-street, was found in every way 
available. Hestepped into the first seat and 
forthwith began writing letters. The rest of the 
jury settled down for another weary day. Mr. 
Hopping drew from his pocket a copy of ‘“Sabi- 
na Zembra,” in paper, and was lost in the mazes 
of romance. Mr. Palmer, the eleventh juror, 
went to sleep, and the defendant, Sharp, was so 
struck by the wisdom of the proceeding that he 
quietly followed suit.

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THE OUTCOME OF A SUIT AGAINST THE 
GOVERNMENT. 

Iselin, Neeser & Co. imported in July, 
1885, some velvets which were appraised for 
duty by Collector Hedden in advance of the in- 
voice valuation. . The firm claimed a reappraise- 
ment. Tocover the fee of the merchant ap 
praiser it left with Benjamin Russell, a Custom 
House clerk, $10. The firm’s broker and agent 
gave the money to Mr. Russell without demand 
and without making any objection. The reap- 


praisement was made, the merchant appraiser 
received $2 50 as a fee, and the rest of the $10 
deposit was refunded to Iselin, Neeser & Co. 
Acting on a statute which provides that every 
officer of the customs who demands or receives 
any other or greater fee than is allowed by law 
for performing any required duty shall be liable 
to a penalty of $200 for each offense, the firm 
sued Collector Hedden April 26, 1886, for the 
recovery of the penalty. Judge Brown, and a 
jury instructed by him, decided in favor of the 
mporters and judgment was entered against 
Collector Hedden for $200, interest, and costs, 
amounting to $231 30. 

The Government appealed, claiming that the 
interpretation of the law made it possible for a 
merchant to secure a penalty of $200 from the 
Collector simply by declaring his dissatisfaction 
with an appraisement, requesting a reappraise- 
ment, and putting up $2 50. The second cause 
why the Government objected was that, besides 
the Iselin, Neeser & Co. suit, 88 similar actions 
weré begun in this district alone involving 
scores and scores of instances where the penalty 
is demanded at law in the aggregate sum of 
$452,200. 

Argument was made yesterday before Judge 
Wallace. The brief on the part of the Govern- 
ment was prepared and submitted by Assistant 
District Attorney Platt. Alexander P. Ketchum 
and Tremain & Tyler appeared for Iselin, Neeser 
&Co. Their argument was based almost alto- 
gether on Judge Brown’s rulings and decisions. 
Mr. Platt contended that the action of the im- 
porters bordered on extortion, was a bad form 
of speculative litigation, and might properly 
be called legal gambling. He cited instances 
to show that the Collector had followed in 
good faith a long and uniform custom of busi- 
ness, @ regulation of the Treasury Department, 
and a judicial ruling of the court relating to the 
fees of merchant appraisers; claimed that 
Judge Brown erred in charging the jury that the 
intent was immaterial; declared that there was 
no proof that Collector Hedden demanded or 
received the money or that he authorized Mr. 
Russell to demand or receiveit, and finally that 
Judge Brown confused the jury by saying that 
only the questions of voluntary payment and of 
the knowledge and sanction by Collector Hed- 
den of the payment should go to the jury and 
then unmistakably indicating tne bias and view 
he took himself upon both those questions, thus 
giving them a direction upon a matter of fact as 
if it had been a matter of law. Judge Wallace 
took the papers. 


REPORIS TO THE EXCHANGES. 








THEY ALL SHOW AN ENCOURAGING 
BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 

Nearly every broker except those who 
deal only in stocks was interested yesterday in 
an Exchange meeting. The annual meetings of 
the Produce and Cotton Exchanges were held, 
and the Coffee Exchange voted upon certain 
amendments to the by-laws submitted by the 
Governing Committee 10 days ago. 

At the Produce Exchange President McGee 
congratulated the members upon the showing 


for the year made by the various reports, all,of 
which showed, in his opinion, a most encourag- 
ing outlook. Referring to the amendment by 
which business was to close on Saturday at 
noon, but to keep the Exchangs open 
during the usual hours, Mr. McGee said 
the vote of 600 to 200 under which 
the amendment was buried indicated a 
most commendable spirit. Having expressed 
themselves so overwhelmingly in favor of a com- 
= half holiday, he hoped the members would 
ive up to the letter and intention of the law. 
‘the Treasurer’s report showed reeipts from 
April 30, 1886, to May 31, 1887, to have been 

$264,299 76, and disbursements, $246,713 42. 
Disbursements included a payment to the Bow- 
ery Savings Bank of $50,000 toward the reduc- 
tion of the mortgage, in addition to $62,250 paid 
as interest on it. The expense for salary and 
wages amounted to $61,539 48. Receipts from 
office rents were $165,316 41. 

Atthe Cotton Exchange all the reports were 
most favorable. The volume of business had in- 
creased, the general conditions were improved, 
and the outlook bright. Receipts for the year 
ending May 26 were $103,901 63, of which 
$63,843 20 came from rent and $33,450 from 
dues. Disbursements amounted to $106,293 81, 
of which $15,711 52 went for salaries. This 
necessitated drawing on last year’s surplus, 


leaving $3,725 11 in hand. That sum has 
been applied to the reduction of the float- 
ing debt of $15,000. Every office in the 


building is rented. The cost of running the 
building is $49,887 13. The balance in 
band in the gratuity fund is $45,106 54, of 
which $18,000 is loaned on real estate and the 
balance is on deposit. The transactions on the 
Exchange during the year in actual cotton 
amounted to 315,607 bales, against 488,977 in 
1886 and 533,663 iv 1885. In transactions for 
future delivery 28,079,800 bales were sold dur- 
ing the past year, against 25,382,500 and 21,462,- 
900 for the two preceding years, 

One of the amendments adopted by the Coffee 
Exchange changed the time of the annual elec- 
tion to the third Thursday in January. Another 
was a blow at outside manipulation of the mar- 
ket ip futures and read as follows: 


‘“*No contract for the future delivery of merchan- 
dise uniier contract A shall be made or agree: to be 
inade in the Exchange, or within half a mile thereof, 
in other than the en, prescribed Exchange 
hours, and a fine of $50 shall be imposed by the Gov- 
erning Committee upon any member, and be forth- 
with paid by such member, for each contract made 
or agreed to be made by him contrary to the pro- 
visions of this by-law.”
